Drury Lane.—A new drama, entitled 
The Black Book, has been produced 
since our last with complete success. Mr. 
C. Mathews is the great chord init. The 
scenery and dresses are beautiful, and the 
piece goes off with eclat. Adelphi.-~Mr. 
and Mrs. Barney Williams, after a most 
successful tour through the north of Eng- 
land, Scotland, and Ireland, made their 
re-entree on Monday evening, on the 
Adelphi stage, where they first made their 
acquaintance with an English audience. 
It is almost needless to say they received a 
hearty welcome from a crowded audience, 
and that they were enthusiastically applau- 
ded in the Yankee piece of The Customs 
of the Country, and tne farce of The 
trish Tutor, in which they performed. 
The quaint comicalities of the Down-East 
Girl, and the racy Hibernian humour of 
the Irish Boy, have lost nothing of their 
freshness and spirit by the absence of their 
admirable delineators, whose engagement 
is, we perceive to be a limited one. 


Sadler’s Wells,—The noble Shaks- 
pearian tragedy of Coriolanus has been 
revived at this house with great splen- 
dour. Some new and very beautiful 
scenery has been introduced, painted by 
Mr. F. Fenton, the most rising scenic 
artist of the day, An immense number of 
supernumeraries have been engaged, and 
the leading characters have been enacted 
in a style superior to any other metropo- 
litan establishment. The character of 
Coriolanus the haughty Roman, has found 
a clever representative in Mr. Phelps, un- 
doubtedly the best Shakspearian actor of 
the day. Mr. H. Marston gave a very 
spirited representation of the humorous 
and sarcastic Menemus Agrippa. The 
tribunes of the people were well played by 
Messrs. J, W. Ray and T, C. Harris, and 
the Roman generals were acted to the life 
by Messrs. Alfred Rayner and Mr. Belford. 
Mr. F. Robinson as the Volacian leader 
Tullus Anfidius, was all that could be de- 
sired, and Mr. Haywell played Volusius 
in a quiet and unassuming manner. The 





| riotous citizens created great amusement 


in the skilful hands of Messrs. Lewis Ball, 
Lickfold, W. Williams, C. Fenton, Lacy, 
and Meagreson- Miss Atkinson’s Volum- 
nia was a fine and impressive performance. 
Miss Eburne was pathetic as Virgilia, and 
Mrs. Henry Marston as Valena was all 
that could be desired. The play has 
given universal satisfaction, and has drawn 
a very crowded audience on each occasion 
of its representation.

St. James’s.—On Wednesday last a 
performance took place at the above thea- 
tre, by the members of the National Club, 
in aid of the funds of the Warchousemen 
and Clerk’s Schocl. The pieces selected 
were the farce of John Dobbs, Still 
Waters Run Deep, and The Review 
Mr. Lorrimer, as John Dobbs, played with 
good gentlemanly tact, and was well up in 
the part, which did him great credit. ‘The 
Peter Paternoster of Mr. Hilton was an 
admirable assumption of the character, 
The vivacity of spirit he threw into his 
acting was such as few professionals could 
accomplish. He was warmly and deservedly 
applauded. The other characters, by 

essrs Percival Binney, and Montague, 
were played efficiently. And the ladies, 
Misses Cattermole and Harrod, did great 
justice to the author. The drama went 
off in the last two acts with increased 
effect ; and Messrs. Staunton, Moretown, 
and the ladies were loudly called for at 
the end of the second act.

The audience 
were composed of the prettiest belles in 
crinoline and opera cloaks that a despairing 
artist would wish for, and who were a great 
exception to the general rule of amateur 
audiences, for they had come there to be 
pleased, and look over any trifling error 
that might occur.—* Faint Heart Never 
Won Fair Lady!” Surely, among all 
those pretty damsels the gentlemen might 
have found “a love-ly cr+t-u-ar” who 
would have sustained the female parts, and 
not have pained their good-natured audi- 
ence by gentlemen assuming ladies’ parts, 
(by the way, pretty smootb-faced gentle- 
men enough,) buf failing sadly in their 
appearance as “* Lovely Women.”

MR. PHELPS AND MR. HENKY 
MARSTON IN COMEDY. 


*- Excellent well.”—SHAKSPEA RE.

If the genius of Mr. Phelps was ever 
more apparent at one time than at another 
it is now, when he is acting Malvolio in 
Shakspeare’s . Twelfth Night, with an 
excess of power, a degree of excellence, 
and an enunciation of genius and talent 
unlooked for in him, even by his most 
ardent admirers. 

Mr. Phelps is good in anything, from 
the crook-back’d tyrant, Richard, to Sir 
John Falstaff; and from Virginius and 
Werner to Malvolio! There is a peculi- 
arity so engrafted in his acting, so entirely 
of perfection, and an entire blending, and 
with an exact and rare knowledge of hu- 
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man nature and human passion, that he 
becomes almost matchless! His tragic and 
comic, serio and quaint histrionic abilities 
are so perfect, the one or the other. 
Nothing seems too much for Mr. Phelps. 
His personations are of the first water, 
whether in the tuga or in the more motley 
garb of Thalia, 

We are glad to see, however, that in 
these removes Mr. Phelps has not injured 
his reputation as a thorough actor of classi- 
cal stamp, but that he has increased his 
fame for versatility and fine art. 


But we have a second of this new school 
—Mr. Henry Marston, of good fame to all 
play-goers. Mr, Marston makes his first 
attempt as Sir Andrew Aguecheek, and 
puts into the part a kind of tinting which 
we have never before witnessed, and we 
have seen some clever comedians do the 
part too. The semi-idiotic laugh and 
vacant kind of stare, with his temerity of 
action, exccss of drinking, smoking, coper- 
ing, and cowardice, stampt Mr. Marston 
as perfect a comedian as he is a tragedian. 
It was a real treat to the despotic admirer 
of the drama to see these two gentlenea— 
Mr. Phelps and Mr. Marston—in one of 
Shakspeare’s comedies, do so much and do 
so well as they have. 


Twelfth Night, indeed, infused the 
very audience with two full hours and 
three quarters genuine merriment, and we 
verily believe, gave them a more profound 
idea and admiration of this beautiful comedy 
of Shakspeare’s than we have at all times 
witnessed. This comedy was well played 
at the Princess's, on the first night of Mr. 
Charles Kean’s management of that thea- 
tre, but Mr. Phelps has now certainly 
rivalled it, and confirmed us even more 
than ever in our good opinion of him as a 
tragedian and a classizal actor. 


Mr. Phelps and Mr. Marston, itis clear, 
can do as much in comedy as in tragedy, 
and we cannot help thinking that some of 
our comedians must feel astonished—if not 
even jealous—at the extraordinary talent 
they display at Sadler’s Wells. 


The nearest approach to what Mr. 
Phelps and Mr. Marston are now doing, 





we think, must have been Mr, George 
Frederick Cooke's Sir Archy MacSarcasm, 
and that was certainly somewhat astride of 
it. 

Since Mr. Macready’s much regretted 
farewell of the stage, Mr. Charles Kean, 
Mr. Phelps, and Mr. Creswick are, per- 
haps, the three great tragedians that have 
stayed amongst us. Mr. Davenport, Mr. 
James Wallack, Mr. Gustavus, V. Brooke, 
Mr. John Yandenhoff, and Mr. Henry 
Betty, in a manner of speaking, are not 
among us. Mr. James Anderson, too, has 
forsaken our shores for America. Thus 
the Skakspearian field has been left to a 
triumvirate who increase their reputation 
in every re-production of the great works 
of England's Immortal Bard, and Mr. 
Phelps is not the least worthy amongst 
them. 


The care and minuteness with which 
Mr. Phelps produces everything, too, has 
won him a reputation second only to his 
acting. The way in which Twelfth 
Night (his acting in which has called 
forth these few remarks from us) is com- 
mendable in every way. The cast of cha- 
racters are almirable, and Mr. J. W. 
Ray’s Sir Toby Belch, Mr. Belford’s Fabian 
and Mr Rayner’s Antonio were most excel- 
lent personations, Mr. Ray’s in particular, 
who was Sir Toby himself. We cannot 
resist saying a word of the ladies, although 
it was our intention to confine our remarks 
only to Mr. Phelps and Mr, Henry Mars-~ 
ton. There was so much grace, so much 
excellent acting about Miss Atkinson’s 
Olivia that we were quite enchanted with 
it; the very soul of Shakspeare seems to 
breathe within her, so well did she assame 
the part. In no less an exquisite manner 
did Miss Eburne perform the pretty part 
of Viola; and when disguised as Cesario 
nothing could have been better done. 
Miss Eliza Travers’s Maria was the merri- 
est creature possible. Her laughing was 
as hearty, and her voce and acting as 
pretty as the part she undertook. 


If any of our readers be induced to go 
and see Twelfth Night at Sadler’s Wells 
from what we have here said of it, they 
will be as delighted as Sir Toby himself, 
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over a cup of canary wine, or Sir Andrew 
over the cutting of a caper. Mr. Phelps’s 
company is an admirable Shaksperian one, 
and Mr, Phelps and Mr. Henry Marston 
are either tragedians or comedians at your 
will, 





JAMES ELISHAMA SMITH. 


“There are so few voices in this world 
(said Goethe), and so many echoes.” A 
voice is hushed! Last Thursday, January 
29th, James Elishama Smith, better known 
as Shepherd Smith, for many years Editor 
of the Family Herald, departed. He 
died near Glasgow ; aged 55. 

James Elishama Smith was born near 
that same city of Glasgow in November 
1801; studied for the Scottish Church, 
and for some years was a minister therein. 
Peculiar theological tinets caused him to 
abandon the profession which he had 
chosen, and coming to Jondon he edited 
The Shepherd, a very siogular and ori- 
ginal publication; and afterwards The 
Penny Satarist and the Family Herald 
of which latter he was the projector. 

fhe wise, the benevolent, the universal 
mind is gone; original, spiritual, full of 
profound and lofty suggestion, searching 
ever into the depths of nature and universe 
—a mind that seemed a volume illumina- 
ted by the invisible world, speculative in a 
certain sphere, and yet analytical and 
powerful. His intellect embraced all 
things; and his soul—impressed with the 
sublimity and magnificence of the provi- 
dential drama—was continually absorbed 
in its contemplation. One of the most 
surprising works of this century— The 
Divine Drama of History and Civili- 
zation, was one of the latest emanations 
of his extraordinary and turning mind. 

Carlyle, writing on the death of Goethe, 
exclaimed “ Our greatest has departed |” 
In his own sphere, Smith was unquestion- 
ably the greatest man of our time. 

It was not so much that the subject of 
this notice was a man of astonishing and 
gigantic intellect (though, as we have 
said, that was large and profound), but 
that his insight into the workings of the 
great soul of things was so deep, that we 





may safely assert the fact that no man, 
with what he would himself have called 
“a critical mission,” ever surpassed him. 
He has made many things clear that were 
concealed in thick darkness ; aad without 
absolutely subscribing to the truth of all 
his doctrines, we may add, that no writer 
has exercised so salutary and extensive an 
influence over the minds of many whom 
we have known as Smith. For ourselves, 
we fully confess that he has saved us from 
pyrrhonism and continual difficulties. He 
has passed to his rest, with no sound of 
trumpets. with no blazonry of pomp and 
pride, but a great and a good man. He 
has reached the goal of life, after contri- 
buting to the welfare of his fellows. 

It is impossible to read many of the 
admirable articles in the Family Herald 
without being impressed with his wisdom 
and his genius. O! may the world one 
day awake and recognise a lofty teacher, 
who, dauntless and heroic, proclaimed that 
which he thought good to say ere the spirit 
of ‘Truth had advanced far to its consum- 
mation ; may the life and light shed from 
eternity enable as to profit by all contri- 
butions to the altar of the universal temple 
on which his motto is inscribed.—
